I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
respective  Councils  for  1970. 

I  have  no  specific  comments  to  make  on  the  statistics  contained 
therein  -  they  follow  the  usual  pattern,  and  any  comments  regarding 
infectious  diseases  have  been  made  at  Health  Committees  or  Council 
Meetings  . 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  welcome  the  return  of  Alderman  A.E. 
Whomsley  after  a  prolonged  physical  incapacity. 

With  the  continual  rise  in  the  cost  of  printing  the  report, 
following  compilation  at  my  office,  is  being  printed  at  the  Southwell 
District  Council  Offices,  and  1  am  grateful  to  the  staff  involved  in 
this  production  -  it  has  effected  a  considerable  saving. 

At  the  present  time  progress  is  being  made  towards  the 
installation  of  a  pulveriser  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  for  the  combined 
Newark  districts.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  operational  in  the  next 
few  months . 

One  trusts  that  the  Beacon  Hill  Drainage  plans  will  come  to 
rapid  practical  fruition  and  thereby  see  an  end  to  the  repeated  flooding 
and  sewage  overflow  which  has  occurred  in  some  parts  of  the  town 
for  several  years.  With  the  increased  availability  of  land  for 
industrial  purposes  in  the  Newark  area  it  is  hoped  that  commercial  firms 
will  take  the  opportunity  to  open  new  works,  or  expand  existing  ones, 
in  a  town  which  is  well  served  by  good  road  and  rail  services.  With 
an  increased  availability  of  diverse  industrial  jobs  the  health  and 
welfare  of  a  community  must  automatically  benefit. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  declaration  of  a  General 
Improvement  Area  in  the  William  Street  -  Whitfield  Street  district  of 
Newark.  This  has  involved  co-operation  between  various  Borough 
Departments  and  valuable  assistance  from  Officers  at  Ministry  Regional 
Office  level.  Participation  by  public  discussions  is  now  invited. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  bring  the  Clean  Air  Act  into  operation 
in  the  Southwell  District  by  declaring  Smokeless  Zones  starting  in 
the  Clipstone  area,  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  We  hope  that 
adequate  supplies  of  smokeless  fuel  will  be  available  so  that  our 
plans  may  not  be  jeopardised. 


With  the  forthcoming  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  many 
Councillors  will  know  that  the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
to  be  abandoned,  and  some  form  of  re-employment  in  Area  Health 
Boards  is  suggested.  I  very  much  regret  the  proposed  loss  of  the 
name  "Medical  Officer  of  Health".  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  at 
present  the  new  post  will  deal  with  the  health  of  the  community  in 
all  its  aspects,  in  the  same  way  as  our  present  job.  Will  the 
public  (or  even  our  medical  colleagues)  know  who  the  new  "Community 
Physician"  is/  and  what  he  is  supposed  to  do?  The  personal 

contact  with  an  official  at  local  level  often  helps  in  the  solution 
of  a  problem  -  certainly  anxieties  can  be  more  readily  allayed  than 
by  passing  of  official  letters  from  departments.  Obviously  work 
cannot  be  conducted  on  a  personal  level  all  the  time,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  with  the  coming  of  bigger  departments  office  isolation 
does  not  become  the  rule. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  excellent  co-operation 
of  the  local  field  workers  in  all  community  services  (especially  may 
I  mentioned  Mr.  Doxford,  Welfare  Officer,  and  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  Mr.  Renwick  and  Miss  Pilkington,  and  the  local  Old 
Peoples  Welfare  Committees)  without  whose  help  many  local  problems 
could  not  have  been  solved. 

The  proposed  continued  separation  of  Health  and  Welfare  in  two 
independent  departments  causes  me  some  anxiety,  as  these  must  be 
interwoven  at  patient  level  in  many  cases. 

May  I  close  with  an  expression  of  sincere  thanks  to  all 
Chairmen,  Councillors,  and  Staff,  for  their  full  co-operation  which 
led  to  our  pleasant  working  relationship.

WATER 

The  water  supply  within  the  area  has  been  generally  satisfactory, 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Isolated  incidents  of  low  pressure  have 
occurred  from  time  to  time,  but  these  have  been  of  a  minor  nature. 

No  contamination  of  supplies  has  occurred  within  the  area . 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  are  taken. 

None  of  the  supplies  are  likely  to  result  in  plumb o- solvent  action. 

Consumption  -  average  domestic  =  31.18  galls/head/day 

trade  =  14.14  galls/head/day 

Supplies  are  chlorinated. 

Water  -  Outdoor  Swimming  Pool 

The  pool  was  constructed  in  19  34.  The  accommodation  consists  of 
78  dressing  cubicles  with  two  communal  dressing  rooms .  Footbaths  and 
toilets  are  adjacent.  There  is  also  a  sun  bathing  lawn,  children's  paddling 
pool  and  playground. 

Water  in  the  open-air  pool  is  filtered  through  a  strainer  at  the  deep 
end.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chemically  dosed  and  passes  through  2 
Bell  Bros.  Sand  Filters  which  ensure  a  complete  change  of  water  every 
six  hours . 

From  the  filters,  after  being  chlorinated,  the  water  re-enters  the 
pool,  via  the  fountain  at  the  shallow  end. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Preparation  of  sewerage  scheme  undertaken  during  year  by  Consultants. 
Scheme  provides  for  dual  system  of  sewerage  to  relieve  flooding  (foul 
sewage)  problems  in  the  Beacon  Hill/Stanley  Terrace/Hill  Vue  Gardens 
area  and  provide  facilities  for  new  residential  proposals  at  Beacon  Hill. 

Public  Cleansing 

Acquisition  of  further  continuous  loading  refuse  vehiclesduring  the 
year  and  proposals  for  a  joint  refuse  pulveriser  at  a  new  tip  site  considered 
by  Newark  Borough  and  Newark  Rural  District  Council, 

It  is  necessary  to  have  a  new  site  and  pulveriser  available  by  Autumn 
of  1971  to  avoid  critical  problems  of  disposal  at  the  present  restricted 
disposal  tip.

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  swimming  baths  at  Southwell,  the  Scout  Camp  at  Walesby  and  the 
Dukeries  Comprehensive  School,  Ollerton  -  13  samples  were  submitted  for 
analysis  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Wellow  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed. 

The  Walesby  Sewerage  Scheme  was  commenced. 

The  Southwell  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  was  completed, 
as  was  almost  most  of  the  work  included  in  the  Blidworth/Ravenshead 
completion  contract. 

Public  Cleansing 

A  near  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  as  possible  is  maintained 
throughout  the  district,  and  for  this  purpose  eight  teams  of  refuse  collectors 
operate.  The  refuse  is  tipped  at  four  individual  tips  where  the  method  of 
controlled  tipping  operates  to  ensure  that  the  refuse  is  dealt  with 
hygenically  and  to  ensure  satisfactory  land  reclamation. 

Street  cleansing  is  undertaken  by  two  road  sweeping  vehicles  each 
operated  by  one  man  and  these  vehicles,  in  addition  to  the  standard 
bruch  equipment,  have  special  tubed  suction  units  which  can  be  manipulated 
to  suck  refuse  deposited  on  pavements  and  in  hedgerows  etc. 
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A  cesspool  emptier  and  tanker  is  employed  to  deal  with  pail  closet 
emptying,  and  also  the  emptying  of  council  owned  cesspools. 

A  particular  problem  we  have  encountered  and  which  is  steadily  increasing 
is  that  of  indiscriminately  tipped  refused  in  the  urban  areas  and  in  the 
countryside.  A  lorry  regularly  tours  the  area  to  deal,  as  far  as  possible, 
with  this  problem.  The  vehicles  employed  by  the  Council  are  maintained 
in  a  modern  garage  with  the  most  up-to-date  equipment. 

Infectious  Disease 

129  cases  of  infectious  disease,  110  of  which  were  Infective  Hepatitis, 
were  investigated  during  the  year. 

Diseased  and  Unsound  Food 

5,220  lbs.  of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
disposed  of. 

Meat  Inspection 

There  is  100%  meat  inspection  in  the  district  and  a  total  of  37,937 
carcases  were  inspected  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  licenced  slaughterhouses  remains  unchanged  at  six.  The 
throughput  at  the  four  private  slaughterhouses  remains  fairly  constant 
compared  with  previous  years,  whilst  at  the  two  wholesale  slaughterhouses 
the  kill  continues  to  rise,  notably  with  more  beast  at  Epperstone  and 
more  pigs  at  Clipstone.  It  is  also  noticeable  that  more  butchers  are 
having  their  own  animals  killed  privately  at  the  wholesale  slaughterhouses. 

On  September  7th,  Mr.  G.  Bennett  joined  the  staff  as  Authorised  Meat 
Inspector.  He  comes  from  Norwich  County  Borough  Council  and  is 
responsible  for  the  inspection  of  animals  at  the  Clipstone  and  Epperstone 
slaughterhouses » 

More  comprehensive  figures  are  available  for  condemnations  of  meat  and 
offal.  There  is  a  particular  rise  in  the  incidence  of  cysticercus  bovis 
and  actino  bascillosis  over  previous  years.

It  was  found  that  the  volume  of  business  had,  over  the  years,  outgrown 
the  premises,  to  the  detriment  of  the  hygiene  standards. 

A  comprehensive  list  of  necessary  works  was  submitted  to  the  Company 
and  the  work  of  repair  and  alterations  put  in  hand. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  much  of  the  work  had  been  carried  out  and  the 
rest  scheduled  for  early  completion. 

The  throughput  of  chickens  remains  quite  considerable. 

As  the  result  of  a  refrigerator  breakdown  and  subsequent  ammonia 
contamination  it  was  necessary  to  inspect  and  condemn  110,076  lbs 
whole  chickens,  quartered  chickens,  and.  giblets  etc.
